F or one th in g th e re is a sharp 
divergence betw een his

stables estim ated by track officials 
gt $50,000.

Attitude of 
Germany, 
Cause 


Paris. 
Apr'l 18—b p )—The sec­ 
ond DaweB com mittee has failed in 
its purpose to re-limit German rep­ 
arations for the dam age of the 
World war. 
The conference, which for ten 
weeks has been engaged In an ef­ 
fort to set a figure m utually accept­ 
able to the Allied nations and to 
the German republic, tonight seem ­ 
ed definitely wrecked. 
A sub-committee will be appoint­ 
ed tomorrow to prepare a report to 
the several 
governm ents 
stating 
the “why” of the failure. This sub­ 
committee, conceivably, may fur­ 
nish a loophole through which re­ 
vival of the conference could be 
sought but the general opinion to­ 
night did not anticipate such a 
development. 
Requests Are Impossible. 
Dr. HJalmar Bch act, chief of the 
German delegation, 
today 
made 
continuation 
of 
the 
conference 
hopeless when he stated definitely 
that paym ent of even one-half the 
total sums dem anded m ust be con­ 
ditional on abolition of the Danzig 
corridor, revision of the frontier 
of Upper Silesia and im m ediate re­ 
turn of the S aar valley to Ger­ 
many. 
A sub-committee headed by Lord 
Revelstoke met today to endeavor 
to bring about an agreem ent be­ 
tween the G erm ans and the Allies 
on the first ten or fifteen annuities. 
Discussion never got beyond the 
first annuity. 
Dr. Schacht. taking 
the floor at once, declared th a t Ger­ 
many never under 
any 
circum­ 
stances would pay annuities great­ 
er than 
1,650.000.000 
m arks (ap­ 
proximately $396,000,000) and for 
no longer than 37 years. She would 
make these paym ents, he conclud­ 
ed. only lf the Allies made It pos­ 
sible for her to Increase her abil­ 
ity to pay by giving b er access to 
raw m aterials and other resources 
of which she now is deprived. 
Reverts to Dawes Flan. 
One of the Allied experts imm e­ 
diately rem arked th at “Dr. Schacht 
wants the experts to revise the 
treaty of Versailles, which was cer­ 
tainly not comprised in our term s 
of reference.’’ 
The chief of the Germ an delega­ 
tion then was told plainly th a t his

Several Escanaba persons are re­ 
ported to have been swindled by 
a fraudulent finn 
known as the 
Restful Pajama company of Long 
Island, which recently was forbid­ 
den to use the mails by an order 
issued by the solicitor-general at 
Washington, D. C. 
Long Island City postal authori­ 
ties have been directed not to de­ 
liver any mail to the firm’s office, 
but to return all such mail to the 
writers or to the "dead letter” of­ 
fice. 
How Scheme Worked. 
Postal inspectors allege the firm 
employed the following procedure: 
Advertisements assuring e a s y 
money for spare time w’ork were 
placed in suburban and rural news­ 
papers and magazines which circu­ 
late chiefly in farming districts. 
Those interested were requested 
to write to the firm in Long Island 
City and a return letter would ex­ 
plain Just what was to be done to 
carn this easy spare time money. 
The inquirer was asked if he or 
she were adept with a needle or 
sewing machine and. if the inter­ 
ested person was, another letter 
would give additional details. 
The next letter explained that 
the firm manufactured pajamas, but 
did not assemble the garments, and 
that spare money could be made 
by persons who could assemble the 
garments at home at so much a 
garment. 
“Send $2 and we will forward to 
you a garment to be assembled so 
we may be able to 
judge 
your 
work,” the letter read. 
“If your 
work is satisfactory, additional gar­ 
ments will be forwarded and your 
easy spare-time money-making will 
begin.” 
Firm Kept Money. 
Judging by the 
numerous com­ 
plaints received by the postal au­ 
thorities. no one’s work was satis­ 
factory. nor did the writer ever 
have their $2 enclosures refunded. 
Hundreds of letter* were han­ 
dled e a c h day at the I/>ng Island 
City postoffice from 
persons en­ 
closing $2 to make money during 
their spare time. 
Postal inspectors were informed 
of the complaints and an investiga­ 
tion was started with the disclos­ 
ures outlined. 
When officials went to the plant 
in Long Island City to question 
those involved in the matter, the 
floor occupied by the firm for the 
last few months was found tenant­ 
less.

ARTICLE TELLS 
OF COL OLIVER 


Former Escanaba Man’s 
Record Published in 
Honolulu Star 


A lengthier story of tho record 
of Col. L. W. Oliver, chief of staff 
of the Hawaiian department of the 
United States army, appeared re­ 
cently in the Honolulu Star-Bulle- 
tin. 
Colonel Oliver, who was born 
in Escanaba, visited with his broth­ 
er, Clint Oliver, here last summer 
before leaving for Hawaii. 
He has 
been a member of Cloverland Post 
No. 82 of the American Legion for 
the last ten years. 
The article reads as follows: 
Colonel L. W. Oliver, 
general 
staff corps, who arrived in Hawaii 
in 1928, and who is now chief of 
staff of the Hawaiian department, 
is one of the few officers of the 
United Stites army who hold the 
navy cross awarded by the navy 
department. 
His military record, which fol­ 
lows, is very interesting and the 
duties of chief of staff for a depart­ 
ment 
which 
contains 
15,000 
of 
Uncle 'Sam’s soldiers could not be 
in better hands than those of this 
efficient army officer. 
Colonel Oliver was born in Esca­ 
naba, northern peninsula of Michi­ 
gan, in 1875, and was educated at 
the high school in that city, the 
University of Michigan and the 
United States Military Academy at 
West Point. A brief resume of his 
service after admission to the mili­ 
tary academy is as follows: 
Graduated 
from 
the 
military 
academy in 1988 and was assigned 
to the Second Infantry, then en­ 
route to Join the army of Cuban oc­ 
cupation. 
Served in Cuba for the following 
three years. 
While still in Cuba 
was transferred to the cavalry arm 
and was assigned to the Seventh 
Regiment then stationed at Colum­ 
bia barracks in Havana. 
Upon promotion to grade of first 
lieutenant in 1901, was assigned to 
the Eighth Cavalry at Puerto Prin­ 
cipe and saw the beginning of con­ 
struction work on 
the 
railroad 
w hich now joins Havana and Santi­ 
ago de Cuba. 
Went to Philippines. 
After returning to the United 
States in the spring of 1902, took 
station at Fort Riley, Kan., and in 
1905 graduated from the school of 
cavalry and field artillery- 
In this 
same year sailed with the Eighth 
Cavalry for the Philippine Islands 
and was stationed at Camp Wallace 
Union. During this period saw the 
first construction work at the fa­ 
mous army rest station at Baguio, 
commanding a detachment of troops 
guarding the construction material. 
Returning to the United States In 
1906, upon promotion to captaincy, 
just in time to take part in relief 
work in San Francisco after the 
earthquake and fire. 
Joined the Twelfth Cavalry at 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., going almost 
immediately to West Point as In­ 
structor in tactics. 
In 1909 was sent to France for 
the course at the French cavalry 
school at Saumur. 
While serving 
with the Eighth Hussars, maneu­ 
vered over ground 
later 
fought 
over by the American army in the 
World war. 
Upon return from France, after 
a brief tour of duty at the cavalry 
school at Fort Riley, joined his reg­ 
iment at Fort Robinson, Neb., and 
remained with It until 1915, serving 
during this period at Fort Meade, 


S. D., in the Colorado strike dis­ 
trict. 
In 1915 joined the Fifteenth Cav­ 
alry at Fort Bliss, Texas, and sail­ 
ed with it to the Philippines the 
same year. 
Returning from the Philippines 
in 1917 as a major, was on the 
transport Thomas when that ves­ 
sel struck a reef in a typhoon off 
the coast of Formoso. 
Was assigned to 
the 
Seventy- 
ninth Division, Camp Meade, Md., 
and joined as lieutenant colonel of 
infantry, remaining with the divi­ 
sion until the early part of 1918, 
when assigned to the 307th Cav­ 
alry, then organizing at Del Rio, 
Texas, for service in Europe. 
In the summer of 1918 was pro­ 
moted to colonel of Infantry and 
assigned as chief of staff of the 
16th Division, then organizing at 
Camp Kearny, Cal. 
After the armistice, was trans­ 
ferred to the eastern coast and 
took station at Hoboken, N. J., as 
chief of the port of embarkation, 
remaining on duty at the port dur­ 
ing the return 
of 
troops 
from 
France. 
Was then transferred to office of 
chief of transportation, Washing­ 
ton, D. C., taking over the duties 
of executive for General Frank L. 
Hines, now In charge of the vet­ 
erans’ bureau. 
Entered the command and gen­ 
eral staff school at Fort Leaven­ 
worth In 1920, and upon graduation 
served at the cavalry school, Fort 
Riley, Kan., in turn as Instructor, 
director, department of tactics and 
assistant commandant. 
Took the course at the army war 
college In 1925, and was given com­ 
mand of the 
Second Cavalery at 
Fort Riley, Kan., for the following 
two years, when was assigned to 
present duties. 
For service during the World war 
was 
awarded 
the 
Distinguished 
Service Medal with tho following 
citation: 
“For 
exceptionally 
meritorious 
and distinguished services as chief 
of staff, port of embarkation, Hobo­ 
ken, N. J., from January’ 21, 1919. 
to February 26, 1920. 
He occu­ 
pied a position of great responsi­ 
bility. The details of arrangements 
for demobilization 
and 
for han­ 
dling the sick and wounded fell 
largely upon his shoulders. 
His 
energy, excellent judgment and ad­ 
ministrative ability were of great­ 
est value to the government.” 
The presentation of the medal 
was made by General John J. Per­ 
shing In person at Fort Riley, Kan. 
For service in co-operation with 
the navy during the period of his 
service at the port of embarkation 
he was awarded the Navy Cross 
with the following citation: 
“For distinguished service in the 
line of his profession as chief of 
staff at the port of embarkation, 
Hoboken, N. J.”

MODEL BROOD 
HOUSE BUILT 


Interesting 
Demonstra­ 
tion Conducted - at 
Ford River Farm 


A 
modern shed-type 
brooder 
house 
was built 
at the 
August 
Eckstrom farm 
at South 
Ford 
River on Wednesday under the di­ 
rection 
of 
George 
Amundson, 
agricultural engineer of Michigan 
State college, L. R. Arnold. U. P. 
poultry 
specialist 
and 
County 
Agent J. E. Turner. 
Model brooder houses are be­ 
ing built throughout 
the upper 
peninsula by (he agricultural en­ 
gineering department of the col­ 
lege. 
The building, which Is be­ 
ing recommended for 
this sec­ 
tion, Is a IO 
by 12 feet 
affair. 
Such a house is suitable for about 
400 chicks, and lf properly built 
guarantees 
the safe-keeping 
of 
poultry. 
Insulation Important 
Heavy 
insulating 
material is 
placed upon the rafters. 
Roofing 
boards are then laid over this in­ 
sulation. 
It is 
considered much 
better to lay the insulating ma­ 
terial over 
the rafters 
as this 
prevents it from sagging. 
Also it 
much easier to lay in th a t m an­ 
ner. 
Roofing paper 
is placed 
over 
the roofing boards. 
The engin­ 
eering department regards the in-

sulated ceiling as being of more 
importance than insulated walls. 
However, In this house the walls 
are also insulated. A double floor 
is laid with building paper be­ 
tween the two layers. 
Because 
of such 
complete insulation, no 
drafts can work through the walls 
or floor. 
Cold drafts of air are quite de­ 
trimental to 
a flock 
of small 
chicks. 
A well-insulated house 
Is well 
protected from 
sudden 
drops In temperature. 
Any o r­ 
dinary brooder stove can easily 
keep high enough tem perature In 
such a well built house. 
The cost 
of the 
insulation is 
about the 
same as lumber, but It has much i 
more value as an Insulation ma-j 
terlal. 
Total Cost Almut |9 0 
The total cost of such a house 
varies from $70 to $90. 
How­ 
ever, It 
serves Its 
purpose well, 
and will last for years. 
Another 
advantage In constructing such a 
house Is that It can be used as a 
laying house throughout the win­ 
ter. 
It will house about 36 fowls 
of the lighter breeds. 
Thus it 
can be 
used during the 
twelve 
months of the year. 
Talks 
were 
given 
by 
Mr. 
Amundson and Mr. Arnold at the 
Remonstration 
at the 
Eckstrom 
farm. 
The former discusses the 
advantages of a well-built house 
and the latter tells of the proper 
care of the chicks. 
Both men feel that it Is quite 
essential to house the chicks In 
a well protected house, such as Is 
being built by the engineering de­ 


partment of the college. 
Cleanliness Important 
In his talk. Mr. Arnold stressed 
the importance of cleanliness in 
the care 
of chicks. 
He 
advises 
the 
thorough 
washing of 
the 
brooder house each spring. 
In 
addition to this there should be a 
good 
disinfection. 
The 
house 
should then 
be moved 
to clean 
ground, which has 
not been In­ 
fested with 
disease 
organisms 
and eggs from internal parasites. 
Millions of chicks are ruined each 
year because of unsanitary con­ 
ditions. 
This model 
brooder 
house is 
provided with skids in order to 
allow Its 
being 
moved 
to new 
ground each year. 
Mr. 
Arnold 
advises that it be 
moved two or 
three times during the growing 
season. 
“ I regard the cleaning out of 
tho brooder house and its remov­ 
al to new ground as being of more 
importance in keeping 
down dis­ 
ease than anything £1so that may 
be done,” Mr. Arnold said. 
“ In 
order to get good production we 
must have strong healthy pullets 
In the fall. 
We cannot cure dis­ 
ease, hut we can guard against 
It, and the 
two best safeguards 
are 
clean 
houses 
and 
clean 
ground.”

After lying in that position 
for many weeks he has been plac­ 
ed on his bed a$kd now had his 
head propped up and is feeling 
very comfortable.

tertained by the attendants.

Mr. Sweet who has been 
an 
employe of the railroad for more 
than a quarter of a century, stat­ 
ed that he knew the principals in 
the wreck well, especially William 
Russel, the engineer 
who 
was 
killed. 
Had Russell remained in 
the cab. chances are 
he 
would 
have saved his life. Sweet said, 
hut he chose to leap. 
It so hap­ 
pened that the 
engine 
toppled 
over, and crushed Russell's body. 
Tolan D isrhargrd. 
Tolan. who was discharged by 
the company after a corner’s jury 
returned a verdict of negligence 
on the part of Tolan and his con­ 
ductor. Felix 
Hughes. 
because 
they disobeyed train orders, was 
uninjured, although at the super­ 
visors meeting he claimed that he 
mar have suffered a spinal injury 
which was determined Just a few 
months ago. 
Neither of the fire­ 
men was hurt. 
Probably a contributing factor 
In the collision was the fact that 
no night operator was employed 
at Crystal Falls at that time. The 
train rrew received its orders at 
Stager. 
Orders Confused. 
The orders were 
for 
Tolan's 
train to go to Crystal Falls 
and 
return to Stager, meeting the oth­ 
er train at Panola, a short dis­ 
tance from that point. 
Instead 
of stopping at Panola on the re­ 
turn trip, Tolan, it 
is 
claimed, 
pulled through and a headon col­ 
lision occurred. 
Tolan claimed 
that the misunderstanding in the 
orders was due to the n e g li g e n c e 
on the part of the chief train dis­ 
patcher. 
Tolan is anxious to be exoner­ 
ated of any blame In connection

The Hoover philosophy is express­ 
ed in this sentence: 
“ It is ob­ 
viously unwise protection which 
sacrifices a greater amount

employment in exports to gain a 
less am ount of employment from 
imports.” 
The message is. on the whole, 
a continuation of the conservative
